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AT A TIME WHEN THERE JS some concern over the future markets 
for Canadian farm products it is interesting to note that more than $300,- 
000,000 worth of agricultural and animal products were imported by Can- 
ada during the past year. This was approximately $20,000,000 more than 
was spent for the same type of commodity In 1948. The foods imported 
included large amounts of cheese, pork products and beef. More than 
$200,000 worth of canned beef was brought in from the Argentine in 1949, 
while foreign cheese imports were valued at $900,000. Egg imports amount- 
ed to $95,000, but it was pointed out that these purchases were used 
largely for hatching purposes.

The reasons why food has been imported at a time 
Not In Demand when there have been surpluses of our own agri- 
cultural products, have been given by trade ex- 
In Canada perts. They point out that the Canadian food in- 
dustry has been producing for markets in the United Kingdom, and that 
some Of these products are not in demand in all parts of Canada. As an 


example, cheese makers have been producing large quantities of fresh ched-. 


dar, which is in demand in the United Kingdom. However, Canadian con- 
sumers showed a preference for Danish cheese during the past year, re- 
sulting in substantial imports of that variety. Another example was found 
in the fact that although there was no shortage of Canadian beef, there 
was a demand here for tinned beef, which led to the bringing in of $200,- 
000 worth-of that product from the Argentine.

These facts would suggest that by studying the 
Could Supply preferences of buyers, and by endeavoring to turn 
out a variety of foods to meet these preferences, 
Markets Here Canadian producers might find a much bigger do- 
mestic market for their goods than they have had in the past. To keep 
within the country a large part, at least of the $300,000,000 spent abroad 
last year for food would not only help to offset any decline in foreign mar- 
kets, but would also conserve Canadian currency. While the need for pro- 
ducers to make an effort to meet the demands of fhe buying public is ap- 
parent, consumers might also be reminded that it is in their interests to 
support the Canadian producers by buying imported varieties as sparingly 
as possible. We cannot be too frequently reminded that if the demand for 
farm products falls off, and prices drop, the economy of the entire country 
will be affected, for there cannot be generad prosperity if farm prices are 
allowed to drop.

Lead And Zinc 
Refinery Seen 
For Edmonton 


EDMONTON.—Possibility of a lead 
and zinc refinery for Edmonton was 
foreseen by L, E. Drummond, secre- 
tary-manager of the Alberta and 
Northwest Chamber of Mines and 
Resources, in his report to fhe 14th 
annual meeting of the chamber here. 
Unofficial estimate of the cost is be 
tween $15 million and $20 million, 

Drummond said the proving up of 
about 750,000 tons of lead-zinc ore at 
Pine Point, on the south shore of 
Great Slave Lake, may have a vast 
effect on Edmonton's future, 

“If this can be further extended, 
it means the construction of a rail- 
road, the development of hydro pow- 
er and probably the building of a 
plant near Edmonton for the refining 
of lead and zinc,” he said. Including 
the railway, hydro plant-and refinery, 
total expenditures involved would be 
about $75 million,

Oil Finds 


WASHINGTON—Canadian oil 
discoveries in Alberta are be- 
lieved to constitute the “largest 
find’ ever made anywhere on 
this continent, Interior Secreta: 
Oscar Chapman has disclose 
before a congressional appropri- 
ations sub-committee. 


Chapman told the committee in 
testimony released recently that the 
Canadians have made “a very vital, 
important discovery of new oil 
fields,” 

“They do not know quite the ex- 
tent of it yet,” he added. “They are 
exploring it now, but the estimates 
by the geological people of the gov- 
ernment of Canada indicated that it 
is probably the largest find they have 
had anywhere on this continent. .Jt 
may be part of the same vein that 
runs down into Montana; but that 
seems to be the main body of it— 
certain sands up there in Alberta.” 

Department officials said they be- 
lieve Chapman was referring to the 
rich oil deposits discovered several 
years ago at Leduc and other sec- 


tors of Alberta. They did not he- 
lieve he had any new oil finds in 
mind, 


The Alberta oil discoveries have 
been widely publicized in Canada, but 
are little known in the United States. 
The extent of those finds is not yet 
known and will not be known for 
some years, due to difficulties in 
charting the boundaries. of oil pock- 
ets.

OTTAWA. — When a person in 
Montreal or Edmonton sees a squir- 
rel in a tree it’s no cause for excite- 
ment. If a Newfoundlander saw one 
perched on his back porch it woitld 
be a major event. 

They don't exist in Canada’s new- 
est province said A. W. Cameron, 
mammiologist for the National Mu- 
seum, who spoke to the Ottawa 
Field-Naturalists’ Club at the Muse- 
um recently. 

Mr. Cameron and Dr. Harrison F. 
Lewis, chief of wild life development 
services branch who presented a film 
on bird life said that with the excep- 
tion of the meadow mouse, wild Ro- 
dent life is not to be found on the 
island, 

Of the larger animals, mink, cari- 
bou or moose in their native state 
are non-existent. 

There are only 15 of the larger 
animals, such as the black bear, in 
Newfoundland, Mr. Cameron said, 
and these must have crossed over 
from the mainland on the ice. 

Mr. Cameron, who made his ex- 
pedition to ‘Newfoundland last sum- 
mer, concluded his part of the pro- 
gram by showing a color film which 
featured the vast Humber river dis- 
trict, 

Dr. Lewis, who is an emminent au- 
thority on wild bird life, presented 
an interesting film entitled “Cruising 
the Labrador Coast for Sea Birds” 
in which he commented on the habits 
and strange antics of the many 
kinds of unique birds which inhabit 
Canada’s eastern coastline.

Poisoning is one of two grasshop- 
per tontrol methods used in the prov- 
ince, The other is cultural control 
such as trap stripping summerfallow 
fields and the early shallow cultiva- 
tion of stubble fields, 


Mr, Horner emphasized that cul- 
tural control was of vital importance 
and both it and poisoning must be 
used to obtain success in controlling 
grasshoppers. : 

One of the worst grasshopper 
threats in many years has been fore- 
cast for Saskatchewan in 1950. The 
egg infestation throughout the 'prov- 
ince is worse than initially believed.
